Annual Report Common Court of Justice 2013; 

More lawsuits settled but with a 
negative financial result for Court 



WILLEMSTAD — The Common 
Court of Justice has settled various ju¬ 
risdictions in 2013 in four countries 
totaling 45,225 law'suits. Tlint is more 
tlian in 2012 w'heii tfie total was 44,336. 
Accoiditig to the Coutt.i t has not been 
easy especially because of the si5:e and 
complexity' of cases lias greatly in¬ 
creased in recent years and the Colut 
and the were running at ftill capacity'. 
The increased cost and not increased 
budget have led to the CcM.nT lias con¬ 
cluded 2013 with a negative financial 
result of Naf 765.000, -. A loss wliich 
must be worn by^ the Court, because it 
is an independent organisation. 

The President of tlie CouiT , also 
cliaiiniaii of the boaid , Mr. Evert fan 
van del Poel , ebiboiated over cliis w^or- 
risome si man on in the Coiiit’s Animal 
Report for 2013. At die same time , he 
stressed tliat tliere is much iiivesaneiit 
needed to be able to provide better and 
efficient couit cases in the fumre and 
to raise the level of service. In doing so 
however, the Couit goes against the fi¬ 
nancial constiaints. Accoiding to the 
Boaid, die Court is aware of the fact 
diat good justice are die pillars of a still 
young developing islands in which cit¬ 
izens and businesses are in need legal 
certainty . 

Accordiiigto Couit’s Annua! Report, 
it appears that die caseload diflei^ per 
country^ in comparison to the previous 
year. The total of felony cases treated 
in the court of Cuiacao decirased from 
952 to 699 cases , and also the offence 
cases, from 19,022 cases to 16,83S. Tliis 
is laigely^ attributed to the reorganiza¬ 
tion of the local police force and the de¬ 
tectives; says the Public Prosecutor The 
number of decisions of die magistiate 
dealing with criminal cases in Curacao 
has a Tot to do with it so the number 
has risen from 2,375 to 2,64S. In Amba 
, St. JMaaiTeii and Bonaire , the number 
of criminal cases lias increased consid¬ 
erably 

The Coiiits inflow's of civil cases de¬ 
creased slightly in 2013 and the num¬ 
ber of seizure cases was consideiably 
less, w'hich may have to do with the 
mid-year niaiidatoiy imposition g£ fil¬ 


ing fees. Cases where die cotiiiteipaiT^^ 
is not present will be dismissed by the 
CoiiiT by defiiult. Tliere are large dif¬ 
ferences between the Courts to see. For 
example, in A Riba coiiiparatively many 
issues dealt with, without contradiction 
(63%), wdiereas sigiiifiaiiitly less in Sint 
Maaixen (23%). The cause is not direct¬ 
ly visible. 

Tlie iiLiniber of administrative cases 
decreased in 2013, of wliich the previ¬ 
ous year flow of staff cases increased, as 
a lesiJt of the merging of nital and inter 
island seivices. An effect tliat was pri¬ 
marily noticeable in Curacao 

The number of tax cases increased in 
all brandies of the CoiiiT to a total of 
94S new' cases in 2013. Dist year, the 
Boaid of Tax Appeals, with judges of 
die Couit, acliieved a major milestone 
in die processing of those cases. Due to 
the increasing number of cases die ef¬ 
fect of tliis is limited and diere is still a 
large backlog and long waiting rimes. 
It is expected diat the introducrion of 
rax law' in two instances, for which the 
prepamrions are being made diis year, 
w'ill provide a solution. 

Tlie number of cases brougiit before 
the Couit of Appeal increased in 2013 to 
a tcffal of S02 cases, of wltich 191 crim¬ 
inal cases. Tlie total oi cases serried has 
been less, causing delays in civil cases. A 
number of large and elaborate criminal 
convicrioiis liave consumed a Ic^ of rime 
and energy: 

Accoiditig to the Report, the Court 
invested heavily in the ICT infrastiuc- 
uire in 2013. Tlie result, an increased 
equity; but the Coiiit’s liquiditv' did 
not improve. Tlie Couit is very' pleas ed 
with the renovated cotiithouse in Aiti- 
ba because of the cliaracter, the available 
courtrooms and offices and modern set 
up.

Iran says it has copied US drone 


TEHRAN (AFP) - I rein said yesterday it has suc¬ 
ceeded in copying a US drone it captured in De¬ 
cember 2011, with state television broadcasting 
1 in ages appa rently sb owi n g the rep lie at ed ai rc ra fn 
Teliran captured the US RQ-170 Sentinel in 
2011 while it was in its airspace, apparently on 
a mission to spy on the country^’s nuclear sites, 
media in the United States repoited. 

^'Onr engitieers succeeded in breaking the 
drone’s secrets and copy^ing them. It will soon 
take a test flight,^’ an omcer said in the footage. 

The broadcast showed supreme leader Ayatol¬ 
lah All Khamenei’s visit to an exhibition organ¬ 
ised by the power ful Revolutionaiy Guards air 
wing about fran's military advances, paiticularly 
regarding ballistic missiles and drones. Footage 
showed two nearly identical drones. 

"This d rone is very’ important for reconnais¬ 
sance missions,” Khamenei said, standing in tront 
ot the Iranian copy of the American unmanned 


aircraft, 

Iran said it had taken control of the ultra hi- 
tec h d rone and forced it down in the d esert 
where it was recovered nearly intact. 

Washington said it had lost contro 1 of th e air¬ 
craft. At the time, US military^ officials tried to 
play the incident down, saying Iran did not have 
the technology to decipher its secrets, and Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama asked the Islamic republic to 
return the Sentinel. 

Iran has been w^orking to develop a signifi¬ 
cant drone program of its own, and some of its 
unmanned aircraft have a range of hundreds of 
kilometres (miles] and are armed with missiles. 

The state broadcaster also show'ed images that 
the comment aw said had been recorded by an 
Iranian drone above a US aircrabt carrier in the 
Gulf In the pictures, which were relatively^' clear, 
it was possible to see American personnel work¬ 
ing on planes and helicopters aboard the vessel.

Rebels claim mass turnout in 
east Ukraine vote for self-rule 


Bearded Eurovision queen vows 
fight for tolerance not over 


DONETSK (AFP) - Pro-Russiati 
rebels claimed a massive turnout ih a 
vote they' held y'esteiday' to split east 
Ukraine tttto two iiidepenaent re¬ 
publics. though Kiev slammed it as 
a'Taree” amid Western fears it could 
lead to civil war. 

Thousands ot people queu-ed in 
front of a limited number of polling^ 
stations in the restive provinces of 
Donetsk and Lueansk to cast their 
ballots, AFP Journalists in several 
towns reported. 

Insurgent leaders said that more 
than 70 percent of the electorate in 
the two regions — home to seven 
million ot Ukraine's total population 
of 46 million — had slid voting slips 
into the transparent ballot boxes. 

There was no way to verify' that 
assertion however. No independent 
observ'ers tvere monitoring the vote, 
which took place in the absence of 
any international support — even 
from Moscow, w'hich had asked it be 
postponed. 

while there were no reports of 
violent incidents during polling, 
tensions remained high amid an on¬ 
going militarv' operation ordered by^ 
Kiev against the rebels. 


Roman Lvaguin, the head of 
Donetsk’s seff-styded electoral com¬ 
mission, told reporters that voter 
turnout across the province was 70 
percent six hours before polls w'ere 
to close at 10:00pm. Lugansk's rebels 
put their province's turnout at more 
than 75 percent. 

Lyaguin added that results would 
not be in until today, but he already 
appeared confident that the outcome 
woLild be m favour ot independence. 
Af er the results, he said, ‘'there will 
likely be a period ot negotiation \vith 
the authorities in Kiev”. 

The hastily organised poll tell 
short ot Western oalloting norms. 
Notably, curtained booths w'ere not 
set up m eveiy town taking part, 
and polling staff lacking up-to-date 
electoral rolls registered anyone w'ho 
turned up to vote without being able 
to check if they" had alre.ady" voted 
elsewhere. 

Kiev called the process a ‘'criminal 
tarce'’ that had no legal or constitu¬ 
tional validity' It said the vote w'as 
‘'inspired, orgatiised and hnaticed by 
the Kremlin”. Western nations back¬ 
ing the Ukrainian government also 
dismissed the regional '''referendums”.

LONDON fAFP) - A couple who 
w'on a rec o rd Eu ro Mi 1 li on s j ac kpot 
m 2011 are bankrolling the cam¬ 
paign for Scottish independence, 
contributing £2.5 million ($4.2 mil¬ 
lion, three million euros) in the past 
yi^ear, the campaigfi said y'esterday 

Colin and Christine Weir, from 
Largs near Glasgow' won 135 mil¬ 
lion euros (then $260 millioiG in 
July 2011, becoming Europe's big¬ 
gest ever lottery' winners. 

New' figures show' that since 
April 1, 2013, the Weirs each con¬ 
tributed £1.25 million (1.53 million 
euros) to the campaign for a ‘'■Yes” 
vote in September’s referendum, jn 
addition to their £1 million dona¬ 
tion the previous y'ear. 


Their contribution makes up the 
vast majorirv' o f the £3 .15 million 
receivedbyr the campaign in the past 
year. Another IROOO people have 
made donations. 

“We greatly appreciate and are 
hugely encouraged by the thou- 
3 alia 3 of people across Scotland who 
have made donations — both large 
and small — according to th eir fi¬ 
nancial means,” Yes Scotian d chief 
Executive Blair Jenkins said in a 
statement.

VIENNA fAFP) - Aus¬ 
tria's bearded transves¬ 
tite crow'iaed Eurovision 
queen Conchita Wurst 
returned home yesterday 
to a jubilant ■welcome, 
vowing to use her new'- 
found fame to promote 
tolerance. 

“This will remain an 
issue tor a longtime and 
1 tear 1 w'on’t see the end 
of It in my lifetime,” said 
Wu rst, w' ho c aptu red 
Europe’s imagination at 
this year’s edition of the 
song contest. 

“It w'ill be mv life’s 
work and I gladly take 
it on,” the 25-year-old 
drag queen, w'ho is also 
known as Tom Neuw'iith, told reporters in Vienna. 

“Yesterday w'qs not |ust a victor^' for me but a victory for those people 
who believe iii a future that can function w'ithout discrimination and is 
based on tolerance and respect.” 

Wurst’s participation in the contest had sparked controversv ahead of 
the finals in Copenhagen, w'lth petitions running in Belarus, Russia and 
Ukraine tor her to be dropped trom the competition. Her win w'as also 
greeted by' an outpouring ot scorn from Russian politicians and stars. 

But at Vienna airport, the w'aihsh singer was greeted yesterday by a 
jubilant crowd that w'ent wild w'hen she stepped into the arrivals terminals 
in a flowing pale pink skirt and jeans vest. 

At least 1,000 fans — some ot them wearing painted beards on their 
face, including women and children — had been w'aiting tor hours, play¬ 
ing Wurst's anthem “Rise like a Phoenix” non-stop ancTsinging along at 
the top ottheir lungs, w'hile waving Austrian and rainbow' signs and ban¬ 
ners that read We love you!” and “Conchita Queen of Love + Tolerance”. 

Surrounded by an international media scrum, she lifted her Eurovision 
trophy in the air and smiled to the cameras. 

“I don't really feel vindicated against her critics. I believe everything 
happens for a reason,” she said afterw'ards. 

Sne insisted she was no “ambassador of tolerance... I'm just doing mv 
little b it. This IE w'hat 1 w'as given and 1 feel it’s my' duty as an artist to 
work in that direction.” 

After her win on Saturday, Wurst cried out: “We are unity and we are 
unstoppable.” 

“That W'as obviously' meant for certain politicians w'hom we all know,” 
she explained in Vienna. Asked it she meant Russian President Vladimjr 
Putin, who last year signed a law banning‘'gay propaganda”, she replied 
coyly '‘among others”. 

Austria erupted in joy' Saturday as Conchita brought the county its 
flrst Eurovision victory' m 4S years. One local radio station played "Rise 
like a Phoenix” on loop 43 times over four hours on Sunday m honour ot 
the w'in.

Paleontologists Discover 
Extinct Kitten-Sized 
Predator 



Researchers have recently discovered remaihsof a inimiiial that was only 
as large as a kitten, hut was still a fierce edator. The research was com¬ 
pleted by Russell Engelmati and Darin Croft of Case Western Reserve 
University in Ohio and the results were published in tJieJ OLirlial of 
Vertebrate Paleontology. 

The skull was recovered in Bolivia^ where the animal lived 13 million 
years ago. It is believed to be in the order Sparassodonta, wTich has no 
living members but is considered a sister taxa to marsupials. They are cur¬ 
rently holding otf on naming a species. While many ^arassodont species 
have only been identified through their teeth, this skull—which is about 3 
inches [7.6 cml long—is lacking teeth that are adequate to compare to other 
closely-related species. 

Croft will be returning to the area where the skull was recovered th is 
summer m hopes of finding more clues ab out the identity of this sliiall- 
yet-tnighty animal.

Qualcomm Is Close To 
Buying Israeli Chip maker 
Wilocity For $300 Million 



jERUSALEM - Qualcomm Inc is in advanced talks to buv Israeli chip- 
maker Wilocity, financial news website TheMarker reported on Sunday. 

Qualcomm has proposed to acquire Wilocity, which makes fast speed 
chips, for around $300 million but the two sides have yet to agree to terms 
of all the provisions of the sale, TheMarker said. 

officials at Wilocity, founded in 2007, were not immediately avai I able 
tor comment. 

U.S. chipmaker Qualcomm is already an investor in Wilocity, which 
develops 60 GHz, 7 gigabit wireless chipsets that allow for faster Internet 
speeds. 

The chips w^ould enable users to download video and other heavy data 
content more quickly, TheMarker noted, ad ding that Wil ocity’s chips are 
featured m Dell computers - its Erst customer. 

Other investors in Wilocity include Marvell Technology, Cisco, Pegatron, 
Benchmark Capital, Sequoia, Vintage Investment Partners, and Tallwood 
Partners. TheMarker said that in all, Wilocity has raised $105 million from 
its investors. 


At the request of the recipient, Sydney 
Kendall, the team produced the prosthetic out of pink plastic, and it looks 
pretty awesome. 

Since the students had no prior experience in prosthetics, they received 
guidance from several medical practitioners including Charles A. Gold farb 
and Lind ley Wall, both orthopedic hand surgeons. “They brought their 
engineering expertise, and we shared our practical experience with pros¬ 
thetics and the needs of children,’^ Goldfarb wrote in a blog. 

Although Sydney was previously fitted with a prosthetic arm, she found 
she was very limited in what she could accomplish with it. By naanipulat- 
ing the device wi th shoulder movements, she was able to perform numer¬ 
ous tasks such as throwing a ball and moving a computer mouse. “It really 
show^ed us the great things you can accomplish when you bridge medicine 
and technology’,'’ said Peddada m a press-release. 

Unlike other recent devices, this prosthetic dons a motor and a working 
thumb. It^s also battery-powered and controlled with an accelerometer. 

Pitting children with prosthetics is difficult because as they grow, the 
prosthetics need to be replaced with larger devices to ac coin mo's ate their 
body changes. Since most prosthetics are very expensive, this is unafforda¬ 
ble for many. “With the 3-D printer, a prosthetic can be made much less 
expensive. The possibilities of what can be done to improve prosthetics 
using this technology is very exciting,'’ said Sydney’s mother, Beth Kendall 
in a press-release.

Parrot launching smart¬ 
phone-controlled drones 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - Wireless products m^ker Parrot unveiled a 
drone Sunday aimed squarely at smartphone or tablet owners keen oh ^et- 
tin^ bird’s eve views of the world. 

Parrot bilfed its Bebop Drone as a flying high-quality camera that will 
land in the market ih the final three months this year. 

The Paris-based maker of wdreless accessories tor automobiles and hand¬ 
held mobile devices did not disclose how much it plans to charge for the 
drones. 

“The experience is like being a bird, an insectC Parrot founder and chief 
H enri Seydoux said while providing an early look at Bebop drones m San 
Francisco. 

“You fly through the device and see the same thing as if you were a bird.” 

A Bebop drone can be contr oiled using smartphones or tablet comput¬ 
ers powered by Apple or Android software^ displaying on screens what is 
captured by its high-definition camera with a 130-degree‘'^hsh-eye” view'. 

The drones can also synch to Oculus Rift virtual reality headsets^ letting 
w'earers essentially look around by moving their heads as though they are 
actually flying. 

Consumer targets for the drones, w'hich are essentially motion-stabilized 
cameras, include people wdao w'aiit to capture aerial shots for movies made 
using smartphones or tablets. 

ebop drones link to mobile devices using standard Wi-Fi connections and 
have ranges of about ^80 feet [300 meters). 

Parrot said it wflll sell separately a Skycontroller accessorv dock for mobile 
devices to boost flying distances to about 1.2 miles (tw'o kilometers). 

Bebop drones will 'debut as communities and regulators grapple with pri¬ 
vacy concerns, aviation risks and other issues raised by personal or business 
use of such devices in the skies.

ORANJE3TAD - The Consumer Confidence I nd ex tell by' 0.7 index 
point to 97.3 in the first quarter of 2014 . The index has declme-d for tw'o 
consecutive periods (see Chart 1). Furthermore, the index is 1.2 index points 
lower than the same period of the previous year. The drop in the Consumer 
Confidence Ind^ex w'as the resu Itofd ecreases in both the Present Situation 
Index and the Expectation Index in the first qu arter of 2014 ( Table 1 ).

Consumers’ perceptions on their present personal financial situation deteri¬ 
orated, as 23.3 percent of respondents revealed that their personal financial sit¬ 
uation had worsened, compared to 14.3 percent in the fourth quarter of 2013. 
This same development is seen at both the present business atid economic 
conditions [w'here 36.3 percent of the respondents indicated deterioration in 
the first quarter of 2014 versus 21.3 percent in the fourth quarter of 2013) and 
the government’s financial position (32.1 percent pointed out a w'orsening 
111 the first quarter of 2014 versus 23.5 percent in the fourth quarter of 20l3j. 

Consumers tended to be on a neutral level with regard to future expec¬ 
tations, as the majority indicated that th eir personal financial situation, the 
business a nd economic conditions, as well as the governni'ent’s financial 
position will stay;' the same m the near future. Moreover, consumers’ out¬ 
look on the labor market in the present situ at ion was more or less th e same 
as in the fourth quarter of 2013. Finally', consumers reported that it was 
not prudent to purchase a car (52.0 percent), but it was suitable to purchase 
some major appliances (44.3 percent) or to go on vacation (45.3 percent).

It was the sudden retusal by then president 
Vikt or Yanukovich late last year to sign the 
deal on closer trade and political ties with 
the EU that sparked the protests and led to 
his ouster. 

Though the EU has begun rolling out the 
funds, instability and the w^eak administra¬ 
tion are undermining the process. 

Another key issue still to be resolved is 
how to ensure gas supplies to Ukraine after 
Russia, its mam supplier, sharply increased 
prices and demanded the payment of billions 
in outstanding bills. 

A second round of talks between EU, 
Russian and Ukrainian officials will also take 
place on Monday in Brussels.

BlackBerry steps up 
with Indonesian phone 

JAKARTA (AFP) - BlackBei-ry will 
this week launch a new budget handset m 
Indonesia, one ot its last bastions, a major 
step in the ailing smartphone maker’s fight- 
back against titans Samsung and Apple. 

The Z3, which is designed for Indonesia 
but will likely be introduced in other emerg- 
ingmarkets later, is the first new ElackBfi- ry 
phone since chief executive john Chen took 
the helm ot the compafiv in Noveiitber. 

The handset is also tke first to be pro¬ 
duced from the Canadian firm’s partnership 


with Taiwanese tech giant Foxconn, which 
makes gadgets for Apple, and is a key test of 
whether the new strategy will work. 

The company believes the device will be a 
hit in Indonesia, where many have remained 
loyal to BlackBerry. 

But analysts believe it may already be too 
late for Q comeback by the company that pio¬ 
neered modern smartphone culture but has 
been unable to keep up with competition. 

Since Chen took over, there have been 
small signs of improventent. The company 
reported a loss ot S423 million in the three 
months to March 1, which was not as bad 
as had been feared.

of Famer Earvin ^‘Magic^MoKnson 
Sunday reiterated liis laelief tliat the 
NBA must oust embattled Clippers 
owner Donald Sterling, and said 
players won’t play tor Sterling’s wife, 
shelly, either. 

Johnson is a beloved figure in Los 
Angeles after leading the Lakers to 
five NBA titles betore his retirement 
m 1991 alter announcing lie was 
HlV-positive. 

He made briet comebacks, one as 
coach of the Lakers, before becom¬ 
ing a successful businessman, and 
m 2012 led a group that purchased 
baseball’s Los Angeles Dodgers for 
J2.15 billion, 


He lias applauded NBA 
Commissioner Adam Silver^s move 
to ban 30-year-old Sterling for life 
and hne him $2.5 million over rac¬ 
ist remarks, which were made in a 
private conversation but later made 
public. 

NBA owners are now proceeding 
with plans to strip Sterling of his 
ownership, a move that could end 
with Sterling selling the team or 
instigating a court battle to keep it. 

In another complication, Sterling’s 
estranged W'ite, Shelly Sterling, has 
said she wants to maintain an own¬ 
ership stake in the club. 

Johnson, attending the Clippers’ 
home playotf ganie against the 


Oklahoma City Thutider on Sunday, 
was asked by an ABC television 
interview^er it Shelly Sterling was a 
viable owmer. 

'Tirst the fans wouldn’t like it,” 
Johnson said. ''‘The players definitely 
wouldn’t like it, everybody would 
boycott. 

‘^And then the sponsors have 
already made themselves clear that 
the y wouldn’t be sponsoring this 
team if either Sterling stayed on as 
an owner.” 

Johnson, whose photo with 
Sterling’s ^irltriend in part prompted 
the owners’ tirade, haa said he 
wouldn’t attend a Clippers game 
while Sterling was still the owner. 

However, after Silver’s tough 
action he relaxed his stance. 

On Friday, the NB'A named 
Richard Parsons, the former chair¬ 
man ot media giant Time Warner 
and Citigroup, as interim chief exec¬ 
utive of the clippers. 

But the process of stripping 
Sterling of the club and torciiiga sale 
will be 1 en gthy — even if Sterling 
doesn’t challenge it as he is widely 
expected to do. 

So w hil e Johnson has already 
been mentioned as a potential 
buyer tor the club, which could sell 
tor upw'ards of $600 million, he 
said it was coo soon to discuss that 
possibility.

Thanks to everyone for 
everything,” the 107-times capped 
Cole added ahead of Hodgson’s 
offici al squad announcement on 
Monday. 

Cole’s words indicated his failure 
to hold down a regular first-team 
spot at Chelsea this season, where 
he has been displaced by Spain’s 
Cesar Azpi lieu eta, had cost him his 
England career. 

His otmssion means that Everton’s 
Leighton Baines is set to be con¬ 
firmed as England’s leading left-back 
when Hodgson unveils his 23-man 
squad for the World; Cup finals, with 
Southampton teenager Luke Shaw^ 
providing cover tor the 29-year-old. 

“#Ballies and #sh aw are great 
players, proved this season, and are 
the future ot this country, it was a 


pleasure to get #107 caps #eng,” 
added Cole, who earlier on Sunday 
started in Chelsea’s final league 
game ot the season, a 2-1 victory 
away to already-relegated Cardiff, 
on Twitter. 

Fortner Arsenal detender Cole 
made his international debut against 
Alba nia in 2001 and has been an 
England regular ever since, start¬ 
ing every tournament game since 
his finals bow against Sweden at the 
2002 World Cu a. 

Back in March, H odgson said he 
understood he might have to dis¬ 
appoint a ‘^big name” player when 
it came to selecting his squ ad for 
Brazil.
